ARRS8TKD IN HAVRE, FRANCS. 

After Belns Uetaiued a Short Time He 
Makes Bis Xseaye fMa tke Vtensk 

Poiico— ntiKT KvMts Vkot Ooe«tfe« la 

the Old World. 

London, May 24.— Thomas O'Brlea, 
the notorious bunco steeier who was 
extradited from 
Enghmd to the 
state of New 
York and who 
escaped from the 
custody of ch- 
eers in that state 
after beinc con- 
victed and se» 
tenced to state 
prison, was ar- 
rested in Havre 
Yesterday while 
jleaving the ves- 
sel Marseille that 
left New Orleans 
on May 1 for 
Havre and Ant- 
werp. The fugi- 
•unsom n'mttati ntive tried to leave 
die steamer with the cargo, when he 
was detected and captured. Tlie French 
police appear to have been on the look- 
out for mm and one of their best detect- 
ives was watching at the wharf. 

O'Brien appears to have waited on 
board nntil aJl was quiet before attempt- 
ing to go ashore. He tried to leave in 
the oonrnsion attending the removal of 
.the cargo, and would have e.scaped but 
for the fact that a watch haa been left 
at tbe steamer with Instructiani to 
keep a cloee lotdcout for him. 

It is said that on the way over some 
of O'Brien's actions led the crew to sus- 
pect that they had an escaped criminal 
of some importance on tx>ard, and it is 
also stated that a hint was given to the 
police authorities at H'avre upon the ar- 
rival of the vessel, 

O'Brien was greatly taken aback by 
his capture and iminired whether the 
new extradition treaty between France 
and the United States' had yet gone into 
effect. He was informed that the 
treaty had not yet been approved. 
O'Brien was very much relieved. Upon 
being taken to headquarters he was at 
once subjected to the anthropometical 
system of me;isuroment in order that if 
he escapedi again he miglit be readilv 
recognised, at least in France. O'Brien 
submitted in good grace, after at first 
protesting that an American citizen 
should not be subjected to the indig- 
nity of having his toe nails. m»-asured, 
and calves insiiected by iiupiisitive for- 
eigners, 

A later dispatch from Havre sa \ s that 
O'Brien has escajied frolh the jiolice and 
is again at Iarg-»C^ The police are con- 
dncting an active search for him, and 
the vessels in the harbor are closely 
wat( hed. Notice has also been seat to 
adjoining towns. 

There is little doubt that a coiiip.inion 
of Bunco Steerer O'Linen, bribed the de- 
tectives who had charge of U Brien to 
let him get away. Oflicers fr-jin Scot- 
laud Yard were preparing to go to 
Havre to identify (^'Brieii when the 
news arrived that he had e.-x aped. 

Tho commissary of police at Havre is 
greatly stirred up on account of o Brieu 
having got away, and he has not only 
called all his subordinates to account, 
but has telegraphed to every port ia 
France a d'-scription of the man. A 
Havre dispau-h ,<says if i.-j cei-t liii that 
O'Brien has not got a-.vay on aiiv . f the 
railroad trains, and the police thi-re be- 
lieve that h must have gone on lioarrt a 
steamer or other ves.sel just starting for 
a port along the coa*it or for Great Brit- 
ain. The French iiolice think that he 
will try to make lu.s w.iv to Boraeau.'c 
and thence to .South Aiucnca. Tiie po- 
lice in Londim and other ports are keep- 
ing a careful wat< ii for the fugitive. 

The police of Gnive.send, Dover, and 
detectives from Scotland Yard are out 
watching for O'Brien, who is e.-qiected 
to land on th-- Kngiish coa.-t within the 
next twenty-four iiours. The American 
legation has made- :^;lecial efforts to se- 
cure his capture and it is safe to say 
that O'Brien cannot land anywhere oil 
the southern coast of England or at any 
considerable port in tbe United King- 
dom witlioat being arrested inunecU- 
ately.

He owned 
about 600 acres, most of it as fine as a enow 
ever flew over, bat never made facm- 
ing much of ' a success. Wliat was the 
trouble? Thi' Industrial Aincriian of 
Lexington has something to the point. 
It says: " A farmer's profits depends on 
thorou'jh cultivation of the soil. .V small 
farm well tilled will iniilie its owner a 
wealthy independent man, wiiile the 
laige farm, badly tilled, will jeave no 
margin of profit, but keep its owner in 
debt. The sniallor the profits, and greater 
the difficulty of making them, the 
stronger becomee the necessity of culti- 
vating less land and doing It more thtH*- 
oughly. 

"The small farmera are making more 

money to-day than the large ones. Those 
who cultivate thoroughly what they plant 
and fertilise highly, lecure the largest re- 
turns. One of the peculiarities of the 
American farmer is to plant as many 
acres as possible, giving to them the la- 
bor that should be applied to a^out half 
the area, aul securing 15 bushelfl of 
wheat ;>er acre instead of 30, ami 40 
bushels of corn instead of 80. Reduce 
the area planted and study methods of 
intensive farming, and soocess ,wiU fol- 
low."

Sat Little Business Transacted Mon- 
day— StiU SQaabbliog Over the 
Jndioial Diitrioti. 



The Senate snbstitiUe for the Judicial 
RediatrictinK bill was taken up by tlu" 
House yesterday and there was a i)io- 
longed wrangle over it. This substitute 
places MMon in the Eighteenth district, 
along with Bracken, Fleming, Lewte and 
Greenup. 

A reeolntion was oflTered Mondaj pio- 

vidin;^ for aftiTnnon so>-sioiis. 

In tlie Senate Monday, the only bill of 
importance acted oil was the one to ex- 
olndo cliildron fiom oourt rooms while 
certain cases are on trial. It passed. 

The bill to increase the State tax rate o 
cents, the Revisory ('Diiunission hill on 
fences, and the I'ettit bill for fencing 
railroads are special orders in the House 
to^y. The tax-rate bill is not likely to 
receive the requisite Constitutional ma- 
jority. The Courier-Journal correspond- 
ent says: "The bill furnishes so promis- 
ing a hobby for the record-makera that 
tliey will oppose it by every means in 
their power. The argument to which 
this class of solons is most strongly at- 
tached is- that the 5 cent additional tax 
will lack several hundred thousand dol- 
lan of meeting the prospective deficit, 
and conseijuently it is as well to lower the 
rate on tiie ground that a few hundred 
thousand more in the deficiency column 
will do no harm. Those on the other side 
state that if the increase is not made 
they will introtluce a resolution proAud- 
ing that before members of t^e Legisla- 
ture are paid tlieir per diem all other 
claims against the treasury shall be met. 
As the increase of 5 cents on the $100 
only amounts to 50 cents • year to the 

man worth s1,()oa, and to $S-per annum 
to the man worth $10,000, it can easily be 
se«n on what a narrow mar|^ the record 
makers, who profess to be fighting for the 
poor man, stand. The waight of the tax 
falls upon the wealthy people."

Oondition of Kentucky Oropa— Warm 
Stmshine Badly Needed 
Now. 

Tlie weekly eroji bulletin o! tlii^ Ken- 
tucky State Weather Service, in co-op, ra- 
tion with the United States Department 
of Agriciiltui-e, for the week ending May 
1!), is as follows: 

"The past week has shown in a more 
intensified form a continuance of the un- 
favorable weathcrconditions. There was 
a considerable deficiency of temperature 
and sunshine, and a large excess of rain- 
fall. This excess was most marked in 
the western and southern ooanties of the 
State. ^ 

"All farm work has been seriously re- 
tarded by the wet weather, an^l crops 
were generally unfavorably aHV-cted by it. 
The growth of wheat is becoming too 
rank, which fact, combined with high 
winds, has cau.'^ed it to fall, and has in- 
jured it somewhat. Tobacco plants are, 
as a rule, very tiAe, and some have 
already been set. 

" Karly planted corn is u]) ami iloing 
well. The bottom lauds are still too wet 
to be plowed, and as a consequence but 
Vtjry little corn has biMMi i>lanfed in such 
ground, and the season iii now su far ad- 
vance<l it is doubtful <if it can be planted 
at all. Tiii^ fa<'f will ])robaI)ly reduce 
the acreage of this crop this year consid- 
erably. Meadows, pastures and gardens 
are in a generally good condition. Warm 
sunshine is the greatest need of all crops 
at the present time."

With reference to the moTement look- 
ing to the defeat of Preiident Harrison 
for itnomination at the Minneapolis con- 
vention by the uae of the name of Sec- 
retary Blaine while no direct authorita- 
tlTO itatement hae been made by the 
eecretary himself, it may be eald, upon 
the authority of a cloee friend of lb. 
Blaine that be etandi by the atatement 
oontaiiMd in hie letter to Chairman 
Clarlnaa of laat February. 

He doee not deeire to bare his name 
pree en ted to.the oonveiition for nomina- 
tion, and within a day or two past has 
emphatically stated that he would not 
be nominated. Whether or not he has 
made this statement to the centlemen 
who are directing the anti-Harrison 
movement cannet, of course, be stated, 
unless it conies from one of them. But 
the impression with the secretary wat 
that he was sincere and would, ac'connt 
persons interested with Ue feelingt 
upon the subject. 

A cloee friend and admirer of Presi- 
dent Harrison, speaking of the elTorts 
beinp made by the anta^'oiiists of the 
president to defeat his reiK.uiin.itu >n by 
the use of the name of Secivtai v l;iaine, 
said yesterday: "Tlie muvenn'iit has 
nothing honest nor sincere in it.

The Secretary Oranta nii Aiicliunee to 
Newdpnper Kt^porterK. 

New Yuuk. May 24.— Secretary Blaine 
arrived here from Washington at 0:40 
last night. He was aooompamed by 
lin. Blaine and driven directly to the 
Fifth Avenue hoteL Although the cor- 
ridors were filled with persons waiting 
to catch a glimpse of the distinguished 
statesman, on whom the eyes and the 
thoughts of the nation are now centered, 
very few were aware of the exact time 
of his arrival. 

Among tboM who loitered about the 
hotel, uncertain as to what receptiou 
would be accorded them, were over two 
score of newsp^MT SMS* As the secre- 
tary, his wife on nls arm, passed np- 
ward to the xooms set apart for Iftiem, 
there was mnch speculation among the 
scribes as to whether he would be visi- 
ble to them again during the evening. 
Mr. Blaine kindly relieved them of ul 
Fuspense by sending word that he would 
he pleased to meet them all in a room 
adjoining those prepared for him. 

In twenty minutes after his arrival he 
was the center of a nroup of reporters, 
whom he greeted pleasantly. As he 
Ktood there, straight as an arrow, with a 
clear eye and vij^'orous e.\f)res.sion, seem- 
ingly conscious that his every move- 
ment was being criti< ally noted there 
was nothins to indicate' anvthiuK but 



that of a mna in oomi>Iete neaitn. ms 
voice was stroiy and clear, and .as he 
moved about, shaking hand! Nvith those 
closest to him, he steppel briskly, as if 
to show that ha was phyrioally equipped 
for any emeMency. when askea the 
object of his ^t. he said- 

'•1 WflJ be perfectly frank with yon. 
boj-a. I intend to treat yon fairly, as I 
have found tbe newspaper men always 
treat me fairly. My vudt here has no 

Slitical significanoe whatever. I am 
ire for several leasoasLall of whioK 
are of a private nature and have no le- 
latton to politics or pnbUo alEaba." . 

•Is it true that your dsit ia for the 
purpose of having an operation per- 
formed on your eyes?" was asked. 

"Yes. that is one of the reasons. 
Not," he added quickly, "that it is an 
absolute necessity, bht I oonclndedit 
woulifbeiBgood thins to da Another 
reason, which I am glad to say induced 
me to visit New York, was my desire to 
see my little granddaughter." 

When asked in reference to his health, 
Mr. Blaine replied with a sinile: 

"I am just as well as I. look and 1 
don't lielieve that Hook like a confirmed 
invalid, do I?" and ho langhed good- 
naturedly. His smile was infections and 
every ofie caught it and looked happy. 
His appearance and his pleasant greet- 
ing put every one in good humor, and 
after a few oommobplaoe remarks, the 
crowd retired. .
